Avalanches of Dirt—Huns

Will dirt end the trench war? 

Some may ridicule the thought 
of a machine being invented to do 
the trick, but do you know there 
is a man in this community who is 
doing a great deal more to help 
win the war than all our bits put 
together.? 


The inventor, whose name is 
withheld for the present, in an in- 
terview with this newspaper last 
ayCAINE, Said: 

‘A condition just the reverse of 
submarine warfare has been oc- 
casioned on land by the armies of 
both sides by digging into the 
ground and making the effective- 
ness of bullets nil, the same as the 
straight line shots that are fired 
from high powered guns of the 
navies against submarines are not 
effective unless the submarine is 
above the water line. 


Fortunately, a shell has been 
perfected which when shot from 
high powered guns on naval craft 
explode only when subnierged, 
thus destroying the pirates. 

The submarine war is settled. 


Now comes a dirt throwing 
machine which throws a 10-inch 
spherical stream a distance of ome.

supplies, since neither Russia nor Ru 
mania has been rationed by the other 
nations. 

Chicago.—J. Raliph Pickell, a grain 


expert, who has just returned from Rus- 
sia, Says that the Germans will find no 
wheat in Odessa. What little grain there 
was in Odessa, he sald, was consumed by 
the inhabitants, and disband- 
ing soldiers. 

He declares that Nickolaiev and no 
Odessa is Russia's great wheat storing 
center and that a large army of Cossacks 
stand between the invading Germans and 
the vast storehouses in the central and 
norther provinces of Russia.

“GO 10 HELL” 1s 
NATIVES: GREETING 


Visitors to Celebes Island, in Dutch 
East Indies, Are Shocked Till 
They Learn the Reason

San Franciseo.—Visitors to the island 
of Celebes in the IDutch East Indies need 
not be surprised if they are invited to 
“Go to hell” in good English by the first 
native who greets them when they step 
ashore. Neither should they feel in- 
sulted, for the little brown man is only 
endeavoring to express his pleasure at 
their tarrival according to the particular 
brand of king's English which is now 
in vogue. The introduction of this new 
form of greeting is charged to the cap- 
tain of the British bark Dunsyre, accord- 


ing to H. A. Van ©Orten, an administra- 
tive official from the Dutch island. 
“About a year ago,’ said Van Orten 


“the Dunsyre anchored off Soerabay with 
a particularly choleric skipper in the 
person of Captain Angus Mclbonald in 
command. The captain was peeved for 
having to lay off our little port, the 
weather was hot and the skipper’s tem- 
per hotter still. 

Consequently when the Malays rowed 
out to the bark to sell vegetables and 
fruit, Mclonald invited them individual- 
ly and collectively to ‘go to hell.’ He 
was too hot himself to put much exer- 
tion in his invitation and, as this was 
repeated every time a native hove in 
sight, it gradually leaked out that ‘go 
to hell’ was the latest thing in saulta- 
tions from Picadilly. 

Native princes and officials soon be- 
came eager to acquire the proper accent 
and while in practice were rowed daily 
past the Dunsyre in order to hear the 
right pronunciation. 

“Now when an English vessel comes in 
sight all the notables of the native pop- 
ulation are. rowed off, and, anxious to 
show their knowledge of London fash- 
iogs, a hospitable chorus of ‘go to hell’ 
gBreets the visitors.”

| Fuel—Germans Flood Neu- 

! tral Countries. 

Paris.—Attention has been attracted 
to the use the Germans make of the 
theater us a vehicle of propaganda by 
,a recent suggestion that the Paris the- 
aters be closed to save fuel. Fortu- 
nately this short-sighted policy has 
hot been adopted. It would have add- 
ed to the war-worn atmosphere of the 
capital without accomplishing any good 
presults. But the agitation has served 
the purpose of revealing that the al- 
lies have made no organized attempt 
(to Keep alive in neutral countries in- 
; terest in their language, thelr ideals, 
their literature, through their theaters 
and music, while the Germans have 
overlooked no opportunity. 

It is not saying too much to insist 
that never has the theaters Been so 
fhecessary as now to public Hfe. For 
| today, more than ever, men—soldiers 
or civillans—need the rellef from the 
strain of war afforded by a relapse 
into the realm of fantasy, a visit to 
the unreal world. 


Used In German Propaganda. 

That it is a mistake to look upon the 
theater only as a place of amusement 
is umply demonstrated by the Ger- 
mans, who have made of it a weapon. 
Their actors, their singers, their mu- 
sicians have never been busier at home 
and abroad as since the beginning of 
the war. In neutral countries, Switz- 
erland, for instance, from the day of 
mobilization, the German actors ap- 
pearing in Swiss theaters were re- 
lieved from the call to arms. 

Since then, in the German-Swiss can- 
i tons there has been a_ positive ava- 
lanche of theatrical troupes and of 
choral and instrumental associations 
sent from Berlin, Vienna, Munich, 
Leipzig, Mannheim, Meiningen, hav- 
ing as conductors men like Max Rein- 
hardt, the two Strausses, Weingartner, 
Nikish, etc. This in addition to nu- 
merous German picture shows and 
dress exhibits with free refreshments, 
concerts and the procession of pretty 
models. For all these entertainments 
free tickets are distributed by the 
hundreds. The expense of renting 
| halls, advertising in the papers and by 
| posters is borne by subsidies. The 
Germans don’t expect to make any 
money. On the contrary, they spend 
much more than the recelpts. The

Teutons Pay Singers’ Salaries. 


A German consul sent for the direc 
tors of the music halls of the town 
where he fs stationed and told them 
that whenever they engaged German 
singers or “turns” they would have 
to pay them only $1 a day, and the 
rest of thetr salary, he said, no matter 
how large, would be assumed by the 
German authorities. / 

That is the reason why, in the my- 
sic halls of the big neutral city in 
question, you hear nothing spoken but 
yerinan. 

This striking illustration of the thor- 
oughness of the German propaganda 
which expends millions for musical 
and theatrical performances is in 
striking contrast to the do-nothing pol- 
icy of the allies in this respect. That 
{s why Switzerland asks: “Does 
France scorn us, or is she broken spir- 
ited?” 

In Russia the Germans have estab- 
ished theaters at Petrograd, Moscow, 
Riga, Mitau, Libau, Zoppot, Revel and 
Odessa. 

Emperor William and his satellites 
thoroughly understand the political in- 
fluence of the theater. 

From another point of view, any 
attempt to close the Paris theaters for 
economy in fuel or lighting would seem 
shortsighted. For the theater in the 
cities takes the place of country gath- 
erings, where several families benefit 
by the same light and fire. Similarly 
the thousands of persons—audiences, 
artists and employers—gathered each 
evening in places of amusement are 
warmed and Nghted {n a mass by an 
amount of coal much less than all these 
People would have consumed in 
the same time had they remained at 
home. To have closed the theaters 
would have meant Increasing the sad- 
ness of Paris, the throwing out of 
work of 100,000 persons, who would 
have to be fed and supported in some 
other way, besides antagonizing 48 
labor unions. As a high military au- 
thority said:

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AIR TORPEDO WILL 
WIN SAYS BUILDER 


Man Who Invented the Depth Bomb 
Has Evolved a Wonderful 
Weapon, Say Experts 


New York.—A Philadelphia manufac- 
turer has invented an aerial torpedo 
which the asserts can destroy Berlin and 
win the war in thirty days. He is Les- 
ter P. Barlow, who has already invented 
an anti-submarine depth bomb that has 
proven itself to be of the highest value 
in destroying the Kaiser's undersea craft. 

According to Barlow, it would be pos- 
sible to send the torpedo to Berlin from 
behind the allied lines in France. The 
construction of the torpedo is said to be 
very simple, 

“There is danger that 
the German inventor's mind soon, and 
I live in constant fear that Germany 
may grasp the principle of this deadly 
torpedo before we can use it,” says 
President Steinmetz of the Aero Club of 
Pennsylvania. “It carries more than 
half a ton of the highest explosive that 
can be manufactured. It has a range 
of 500 miles and is positive in going 
to-its target,” 

The authorities at Washington admit- 
ted, when they were shown the plans, 
that Berlin could be blown off the map 
and the German nation could be whipped 
in thirty days, but nothing has been 
done. 

Representative Tiuson of Connecticut 
says that he has examined the Barlow 
aerial torpedo very thoroughly and is 
firmly convinced it will do all that is 
claimed. He says it is vital that the 
Government avail itself immediately of 
this discovery as it will completely revo- 
lutionize all aerial plans. 

Barlow invented the depth bombs, 
which are now so successfully used 
against German submar , and these 
and other inventions show he does not 
make idle claims.

An energetic and influential organ- 
ization6n tthe-Picific coast, the Cali- 
fornia State Automobile association, 
has carried on some investigations af- 
fording definite figures of the value of 
ood roads, It secured the help of Prof. 
|J. B. Davidson of the University of 
California and Austin B. Fletcher, 
state highway engineer, in carrying on 
a large number of tests of the pull re- 
quired to move a standard furm wagon 
londed to make the gross weight 6,000 
pounds. This wagon was hauted in 
some cases by a two-ton truck and in 
other cases by a team of good draft 
horses, weighing about 1,600 pounds 
each, 

Tests have shown that a pull of 27 
to 30 pounds per ton of gross load was 
needed to haul the wagon on unsur- 
faced concrete roads. When the con- 
crete was surfaced with oil and screen- 
ings the pull was increased to about 50 
pounds. About 65 pounds were needed 
for hauling on water-bound macadam 
and on bituminous concrete laid on top 
of cement concrete. On good gravel 
roads a pull of 65 to 82 pounds was 
needed, while on loose gravel the pull 
was’ 263 pounds, the highest record in 
any of the tests. About 80 pounds 
were required fur hauling un bituinin- 
ous macadam. On earth roads 82 


pounds were required for hauling over 
a good surface covered with 1% inches 
of loose dust, 99 pounds over an ordi-

In abolishing competitive bid- 
ding and establishing co-operative 
buying, thus eliminating food spec- 
ulation, Food Administrator Hoov- 
er stabilized the sugar industry. 

Sugar refiners, commonly called 
the sugar trust, worked harmon- 
iously with the government to pre- 
vent monopoly and cornering the 
market. : 

Allied nations were cut off from 
their usual supplies from Java and 
the East Indies and were forced to 
buy raw cane sugar in Cuba. 

The beet and cane refiners unaa- 
imously and patriotically adopted 
a voluntary agreement to prevent 
sugar being forced to 20 to 25 cents 
apound. It is now up to the 
farmers to grow the beets.
